Fine and Forfeiture Bill. ;\One Million Appropriated 


The new fine and forfeiture bill | 
for Coffee county which passed 
the legislature a fow days ago is, 
from what information we can 
gather on the subject, virtually 
a copy of the Edwards bill which 
was passed by the legislature in 
1898-9, and which kill was repea)- 
ed by Mr. Arrington in 1908. Not 
having a copy of the new bill we 
reproduce the old one that our 
readers may study the situation: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of Alabama, 
That after the passage of ‘his act, 
all fines and forfeitures and hire 
of convicts, or anything pertain- 
ing tosaid fine and forfeiture 
fund, shall be paid only in lawful 
currency of the United States; 
and all moneys which accrue to 
said fund in said county, 
which may be collected by any 
sheriff, clerk, judge of orobate, 
notary public, justice of the peace, 
constable, coroner or other officer, 
shall be paid to the county treas- 
urer; and any officer who collects 
apy such moneys and willfully 
fails for more than sixty days to 
pay the same to the county treas- 
urer, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

Section 2. Be it further en- 
acted, That all fine and forfeiture 
claims which have heretofore been 
registered by the treasurer of said 
county, shall by him be reregis- 
tered, in the order of their pre- 
vious registration, within ninety 
days from the passage of this act, 
and all now existing 
agninst said fund and not regis- 
tered shall be registered within 
pinety days from the passage of 
this act;*and also all claims here- 
after arising against fund 
shall be registered within sixty 
days from their accrual. And all 
such claims not reregiitered, or 
revistered in the and 
time as herein provided shall be 
forever barred from payment 

Secuion 8. Be it further en- 
acted, That all claims against 


said funds shall be paid by the 
treasurer in the order of their reg- 


istration, as shown by the books 
of his office. 

Section 4. Be it further en- 
acted, That all laws and parts of 


laws in conflict with the provis- 
ions of this act, be and the same 


are hereby repealed. 
Approved February 21st, 1899.

Twenty or more bills were re- 
ported to the house of representa- 
tives favorably by the committee 
on appropriations on Tuesday af- 
ternoou. The

been waiting for some time on the | 


action of the committee on ways 
and means over the revenue bill, 
and finally decided to make its 
report. This decision came alter 
there had been a number of cuts 
made by the committee in the 
proposed appropriations. 

Part of the committee’s work 
was the consideration of the bills 
dealing with the three largest 
state institutions of learning. 
The University cf Alabama, Au- 


burn and Montevalo. Auburn 
only asked for $200,000 for four 
years, or $50,000 a year. Lt wes 


accorded Auburn by the commit 
tee without objection. The Uuni- 
versity of Alabama asked for 
$100,000 a year, but this appro- 
priation was cut down too, and 
made $50,000 a year. The Mon- 
tevalo appropriation bill was also 
scaled down uptil it was made 
$5C,000 annually. 

The appropriation committee 
took notice, too, of the growth of 
the four Alabama Normal col- 
leges. With the increased spirit 
tor education in Alabama, there 
has been an increase in the npum- 
ber of students in the State Nor- 
mal schools. ‘To take care of this 
increass, building appropriations 
ranging from $15,000 te $60,000 
were voted to Jacksonville, Flor- 
ence, Livingston and Troy, fu 


jaddition the maintenance fund of 


each of the Normal schools 
increased from $15,000 to $20,000 

By a hard figM made by Repre= 
sentative Pittman of Coffee coun- 
ty on th, committee, the commit- 
tee favorably reported a bill in- 
creasing the annual appropriation 
to the county 
$2,000 to $8,000 

The Normals hool at Daphne 
was well taken of. This 
school hud only been receiving 
$2,500 a year inal.tene nee 
fund.
